Un Acoqunt of an Occultation of SATURN by the Moon, 


The laſt celeſtial phznomenon I ſhall here give an ac- 
count of, is an occaltation of the planet Saturn by the 
Moon, Oftober the ziſt, in the morning; and will be 
viſible here if clouds interpoſe not: The immerſion of 
Saturn behipd the bright part of the Moon, will be at 
London, at 28 min. palt 1; and his emerſion from behind 
the dark part of the Moon, will be at 14 min. after 2 
o'clock, apparent time. This occultation through a tele- 
ſcope will be a curious fight, as Saturn's amazing ring 
will appear to encircle his globe, and extend itſelf on each 
ſide to a conſiderable diſtance from the Planet.

the Stars in the Heavens are of leſs uſe than the ſigns at 
ſhopkeepers doors; notwithſtanding Sacred Writ aſſures us, 
that they were placed there by their maker, for figns and 
ſeaſons! If this text be allowed for a truth, which none 
dare to gainſay, then it muſt follow, that a man to know 
there are Stars and not to be acquainted with their influ- 
egnce, Is to as little purpoſe as for a Phyſician to know the 
names of drugs, and yet be utterly ignorant of their virtues 
and uſes; for as there is no mathematical demonſtration 
for the verities either of Phyſick or Aſtrology, ſo it mult 
be determined by experience, and that muſt be the touch. 
ſtone to prove the verity of both ſciences ; for there is no 
_ vifible appearance to prove that rheubarb will purge, which 
by trial and experience is certainly determined it will 
effect. So in Aſtrology, the artiſts therein, from many ob- 
ſervations made on the influences of the planetary bodies, 
have determined the planet Saturn to. be a propagator of 
cold; and on the contrary, the planet Mars to be the exci- 
ter of heat, and ſo on with the reſt of the celeſtial wander- 
ers; all which have their (ſeveral influences, according to 
their natures, as hath been proved by a long ſeries of od- 
 ſervations, whereby the ancients have laid down rules and 
aphoriſms, to be a guide for their ſucceeding followers.
